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Following is list of classified orders issued by the Inspection Division 
for the years 1919 and 1920, based on personal inspections embracing the 
removal of dilapidated buildings, repair of buildings, improvement of 
garages, motion picture theatres, dry-cleaning establishments and 
school buildings in the way of eliminating any fire hazards which may 
exist. These inspections also cover the handling of gasolene and explosives.

In addition to the above many minor orders are written and served upon 
the owner and occupants at the time of inspection, of which no record is 
kept in this office other than a copy of each order placed on file. 

Rigid inspections and the insistence that every precaution be taken 
has done much to arouse public sentiment in the education of the people to 
the vital need of eliminating fire hazards wherever they are encountered 
as a menace to life and property. Mu<sh credit is due the fire chiefs for 
their cooperation along these lines. Many of the fire departments in the 
State have fire prevention organizations for the purpose of making inspec- 
tions and removing fire hazards, which has resulted in many buildings 
being removed or repaired and put in a tenable condition without the neces- 
sity of the issuance of a formal order by the department. 

STATE BUILDING CODE ADVOCATED 

In addition to the many other phases of activity relative to fire preven- 
tion, the State Fire Marshal is now strongly advocating the enactment of 
a State building code, to provide moderate and reasonable standards to 
control the construction of all future building. 

By the elimination of fire hazards now existing, and the control by law 
of all structures to come, "Safety First ,, would become a reality instead 
of a slogan, and fires from many sources could be eliminated. The State 
code would govern where local codes do not exist, with rules and regula- 
tions for the installation of all electrical equipment and provision for 
proper exits in all buildings for public assembly. It would regulate the 
construction and operation of moving picture theaters and other places of 
amusement, with the purpose of eliminating the hazards to human Hfe 
connected therewith. This law, which is in force in other states and is 
proving a splendid factor in the reduction of fire losses, is strongly recom- 
mended for Indiana through the State Fire Marshal's office. 

STATE FIBEMEN'S CONVENTION AND FIRE COLLEGE. 

If firemen are to become efficient it is necessary that they keep abreast 
of the times, and keep in touch with the new things that are happening 
in order that they may cope with the new problems of fire prevention. It 
is necessary to fight fire in a scientific manner today; no longer can we 
depend upon a haphazard throwing on of water, or an unscientific direction 
of men. It is necessary for the firemen to know various duties, especially 
since in the present day chemistry and hydraulics enter into practically 
every fire except small residence fires. 

This department has planned a State Firemen's Convention and Fire 
College to be held at the State Fair Grounds, Indianapolis, Indiana, for 
one week beginning November 29, 1920, for the benefit of Indiana firemen 
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and In the interest of modern advancement of fire departments and fire- 
fighting efficiency. Mr. Leon L. Wolf, of Cincinnati, Ohio, who has been 
introducing schools of instruction along fire prevention and fire-fighting 
lines for several years, will be in charge. In addition to Mr. Wolf other 
eminent experts will be present and give instructions on fire fighting and 
fire prevention. Letters have been written to the fire chiefs in Indiana 
asking that they attend this convention, and the mayors of each city have 
been requested to see that a representative of each department is present. 

ABSON INVESTIGATION DIVISION 

Arson is a crime which is recognized in the law and by lawyers to be 
one of the most difficult upon which to obtain evidence and to secure 
convictions. No other crime is so carefully and completely cloaked ana 
shrouded with secrecy and cunningness as is the crime of arson. No other 
crime can be committed, the success of which so completely destroys the 
evidence as in the case of arson. There is no more satisfying way for a 
man or woman to get revenge than by burning the property of his enemy. 
There is no better way for a criminal to hide or destroy the evidence in a 
prior and another crime than by burning the evidence or his victim. 

The following is a report, in tabulated form, showing what has been 
accomplished by the Arson Department for the fiscal years 1919 and 1920 
ending September 39, 1920, under the direction of Newman T. Miller, 
Attorney for the State Fire Marshal :
